State in Boise Trial Puts on Witness 


to Sustain Testimony of Attempt 


to Blow Up House 
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MEN OF AFFAIRS IN FORT WAYNE 
! RUSSIAN DOUMA IS 


THE TRIAL WILL LAST 


Boise, Idaho, June 14.—The prose- 


cution iu tho Steunenberg murder 
case devoted itself this morning to 
further corroboration of the testimony 
of Harry Orchard relative to the two 
attempts—one with stryctilne, 
the 


other with dynamite—on the llfo of 
Fred Bradley of San Francisco, and 
an endeavor to directly connect Pet- 
tibone with the 
operations 
of Or- 


chard. 


Jt was again shown that Orchard 


bung around the Bradley home, en- 
gaged a room in the vicinity and met 
the sen-ants of the Bradley house- 
hold. He was seen moving his effects 
the night before the explosion and he 
was traced to the house again after 
the explosion occurred. 


Then the state by the records of 


the United States postoftlces at San 
Francisco and Denver traced a regis- 
tered letter from "J. Wolff" at 1725 
Stout street, Denver, which was the 
address of Pettibone's store, to J. 
Dempsey at dan Francisco, sent in 
August, 1904, when Orchard was there 
to kill Bradley. 
Dempsey was the 


alias used by Orchard in San Francis- 
co. 
Orchard swore this letter con- 


tained $100. 


The defense did but little cross- 


examination and contented itself -with 
a general objection to all the testi- 
mony offered.

Orchard Braced Up After Ordeal. 
Orchard, who reached the climax ol 


his testimony yesterday and whose 
sensational story came to an end in 
dramatic manner, counsel for the de 
tense leaving him pleading for the life 
of a fellow murderer, returned to the 
! 


penitentiary after ho left the court j 
room. Warden Whitney said that his : 
prisoner appeared to be in better ] 
spirits than he had been for many I 
months. Ho shows not the slightest' 
evidence of fatigue or nervousness 
and ate a hearty meal after ho reach- 
ed the penitentiary. 


Captain James McParland, the de- 


tective, who has figured so largely in 
the testimony and who has been at- 
tacked by counsel for the defense, 
prefers not to be Interviewed 
at 


length on the subject of the Orchard 
confession. 


"It would be superfluous for mo to 


reiterate," he said. 
"Orchard has 


told the literal truth about the con- 
fession and-the way it was given to 
me. I made him no promise, I never 
made a promise to a criminal in my 
life. 
Every word that Orchard has 


said on the stand as to the confession 
is the truth and there is nothing to 
add."

Stolypiu today demanded that the 
lower house of parliament exclude 
from the house all the members of the 
social democratic faction, numbering 
fifty-five, and sanction tho arrest of 
sixteen of their leaders, including Mm. 
Alexlnsky, Tzereteli. Dzhaparidxe and 
Ozel, on the charge of enteritis Into a 
conspiracy to overthrow tho goveru- 
ment and establish a democratic re- 
public. 
Continuing, the premier an- 


nounced that unless the house imme- 
diately yielded, parliament would be 
dissolved. 


When ihe session of the lower house 


was resumed the Poles and the mem- 
bers of the group of toil decided to re- 
fer the government's demand for the 
exclusion of the social democrats to a 
committee, which was a virtual re- 
jection of the premier's ultimatum.

Strenuous War Over 2-Cent 


Fare Law is Now on 


in Missouri. 


Kansas City, June 14.—Upon appli- 


cation of Attorney General Herbert S. 
Hadley, Judge Parks, in the circuit 
court here today, issued cr.'.crs on the 
representatives here of eighteen prin- 
cipal Missouri railroads, compelling 
them to obey the two-cent passenger 
rate and the maximum freight rale 
bills, which went into effect at mid- 
night last night. This brings the cir- 
cuit court into conflict with the Uni- 
ted States district court, before which 
the railroads are suing for an injunc- 
tion to prevent tho state officials from 
enforcing these laws. 


The suit ot the eighteen principal 


Missouri railroad 
companies, asking 


that the state officials be permanently 
enjoined from enforcing the maximum 
freight law and the two-cent passenger 
rate act, which went into effect today, 
was called in the United States dis- 
trict court here this morning before 
Judge Smith McPherson, of Red Oak, 
Iowa. 


Late yesterday 
Judge 
McPherson 


had granted the railroads' petition for 
an order restraining the state officials 
from enforcing these acts until the 
injunction cases could be disposed of. 


When court opened this morning the 


indications were that tbe arguments 
on the plea for an injunction would 
consume the entire time of the court 
today. A decision is not likely before 
tomorrow. 


When the case of the railroads 


called before Judge McPherson today 
he ordered it postponed until tomor- 
row morning. The court said that in 
the meantime his order of yesterday 
restraining tho state officials from en- 
forcing the acts in question would 
continue in effect. 
Thus the circuit 


court and the United States district 
court are brought into direct conflict, 


Frank Haserman, of Kansas City, 


representing tbe various railroads in 
the suit, made the principal argumeni 
for the complainants.

San Francisco, June 14.—Mayor 


Eugene B. 
Scmitz, convicted last 


night'by a jury of the crime of ex- 
tortion, asked Judge Dunne today 
to release him on bail until sentence 
is pronounced, Thursday, June 27. 
The judge refused bail and ordered 
Schmitz sent to jail. 


The maximum penalty for the crime 


of extortion is five years' imprisonment 
in the state prison. He is also due to 
court in connection witn the charges 
of bribing supervisors in aid of gas 
companies and the United Railways. 
The attorneys for tho mayor immedi- 
ately applied for a new trial before 
the court and also asked for a writ of 
probable cause. 


If the application of the attorneys 


is refused Schmitz will apply to the 
district court of appeals for a new 
trial. 


Deputy Had Charge of Him. 


'Schmitz spent last night at his home 


in charge of a deputy sheriff. Today 
the district attorney's onice asked that 
he be confined in the city prison in 
accordance with the statutes. 


According to a statement made to- 


day by Acting District Attorney Be- 
ney. Eugene E. Schmitz, being con- 
victed, becomes mayor in name only. 
Though unable to perform the duties 
of his office, under the law of Califor- 
nia, Schraitz, it is said, still retains 
the office. 


A few years ago a law was placed on 


:he statute books of the state that a 
convicted person could not be ousted 
'rom office until such conviction had 
been upheld by a Higher court. As 
•?ases move slowly oft appeal, it Is 
considered likely that the higher court 
would not pass on this matter until 
after tbe mayor's term of office has 
xpired. 


Will Be Unable to Act. 


Under the charter, however, Schmitz 


by reason of his confinement in prison, 
should he be sent there, would be un- 
able to perform the duties of his office. 


Under the circumstances the super- 


visors have no power to oust him. but 
must select, some one of their number 
to art as mayor during Schmitz's dis- 
ability. 
As chairman of tbe finance 


committee of the board. Gallagher 
would become acting mayor, leaving 
th-. government, practically 
in the 


hands of tho prosecutors, who. while 
that may noto be empowered to install 
new officials, may succeed in effecting 
extensive reforms in the civil govern- 
ment.

is Opposed to Central 


American Union. 


Washington, 
June 
14. — What 


amounts to an actual declaration of 
war between Nicaragua and Salvador 
was contained in the reply of President 
Zelaya lo an inquiry from Washing- 
ton as to his connection with the re- 
cent attack and capture of Acajutla.

ple were today given a chance to Bet- 
tic the matter with Tlncle Sam by the 
payment of a fine of $10 in each case. 
It is believed all will make haste to 
pay without argument. 


Recently tho postofllce department 


has been making an investigation of 
packages sent through the mails, and 
it is declared that in a surprisingly 
large number of cases It is found (hat 
the senders have enclosed written 
messages in the merchandise, which 
would subject the whole package to 
postage at letter rates. When such 
cases were discovered the package 
was at once turned over to the in- 
spectors. 
Then the inspector gets 


after the person who mailed the pack- 
age and notifies him that the govern- 
ment will exact a fine of $10 for the 
violation, and suggesting that a re- 
mittance of the amount be made at 
once. Unless the fine is paid prompt- 
ly, further proceedings follow. 


Fourteen of these cases turned up

"When one of these 
young men returns a coat or hat to a 
guest he usually receives a tip, which 
he can not keep, but is obliged to de- 
posit in a tin rup hung at tbe rear of 
one of the racks at every dining room. 
The 
head 
cloakman 
continually 


watches his men to see that they 
pocket none of the tips. About once 
every half hour he collects what has 
accumulated in each cr.p. 


The hotel proprietor, by the amount 


of money paid for the privilege, re- 
ceives a large share of the tips, for 
what is generally supposed to be a 
free service extended to guests. It 
would be a benefit to the public at 
large if such newspapers as the New

OF IHE RAILROADS 


Thinks Government 
Must 


Help Eoads to Raise 


Large Sums. 


New York, June 14.—That the gov- 


ernment will ultimately be forced to 
lend its credit to finance the needs of 
the railroads, was one of the remark- 
able statements made by James J. 
Hill yesterday on his return to this 
city from the northwest. 
Mr. Hill 


stated that the business of the United 
States has outgrown the capacity of 
the railroads to handle it. and that 
they are in no position to catch up. 
In the main, however, what he said 
was optimistic in tone. 


"There is a general slowing up in 


business," he said. 
"It appeared in- 


evitable last fall. It came. I believe 
it will continue. I don't think it will 
hurt anybody. But that it exists there 
is no doubt. The cause of the trouble 
is that the business of the United 
States has outgrown the capacity of 
its railroads, and the railroads are in 
no position to catch up. 
If men can- 


not get their freight moved they must 
cease to produce it. 


Only Pay Old Bills. 


"In a letter to Governor Johnson 


last January I estimated that SI .000.- 
000.000 a year for five years would be 
necessary ,to put the 
railroads 


"We are having the same trouble 


with our rails as is reported by other 
roads. 
The past spring and winter 


have been the worst on record for 
rail breakages. 
The old rails hold 


out a great deal better than the new 
ones. It has been said that the evils 
could be remedied by the exclusive 
use of the open-hearth rail. It is our 
experience that the open-hearth rails 
break worse than the Bessemer rails. 
What's the matter? Too much prop- 
erty. People are trying to make too 
much money. The plants are working 
too hard and trying to do too much. 


Sees Good Crop Outlook. 


"Crops are about, two weeks behind, 


but they look good, particularly wheat. 
The condition of the ground was 
never better and makes for a sterling 
quality of grain. There is nothing to 
worry about on the crop situation. 


"We have had a freak sin-ing:, but it 


has not been a bad nne for raising 
wheat. The best kind of wheat grows 
under the cool and damp weather that 
has 
prevailed. 
If 
we have fine 


weather for the-next throe or • fom 
weeks the crops will be normal. 


"We should have at least an aver 


age crop. It may be better. The onh 
things to interfere are summer frosts 
and even if they come they are likely 
to be scattered. 
Most, of last year's 


crops has been moved out of the 
northwest. 
I have heard estimates 


that 25.000,000 to 20,000.000 bushels 
remain. As a matter of fact, there are 
not more than 7,000,000 or S.000,000 
bushels left."

Col. Roosevelt. 


Norfolk. Va.. Juno 14.—Crosby S. 


Noyes, editor of the Washington Star, 
gave an address before the National 
Editorial association 
at the James- 


town exposition yesterday on "Jour- 
nalism Since Jamestown." 
After de- 


scribing the development of the news- 
paper and the power it exerted, he 
spoke at length of President Roose- 
velt, who, he said, did not seem to ap- 
preciate what he owed to the press. 


Mr. Noyes reviewed the history and 


Struggles o£ Captain John Smith, re- 
calling his services for the establish- 
ment and preservation of the James- 
town colony "and the ingratitude with 
which these services were repaid by 
his fellow colonists." 
He deplored 


the fact that Captain Smith did not 
have an energetic independent press 
to back him up in his great work. 


He compared the achievements of 


Captain Smith in planting and sus- 
taining the English colony with the 
deeds of President Roosevelt in this 
generation, and declared that they 
"wore as worthy of glorification, but 
lacked tho aid of the newspaper press 
that had so greatly helped the latter 
in his upward career." The newspa- 
pers, tho speaker declared, have given 
Mr. Roosevelt their vigorous support 
in his reform policies; have exploited 
all his sayings and 
doings through 


the twenty-four hours 
of the day; 


glorified tho man and his work and 
made his name a household word in 
every home in the land. 


"Mr. Roosevelt has seemed some- 


•n-hat slow in acknowledging his In- 
debtedness to tho press," Mr. Noyes 
said, "but perhaps he will think of it 
some dny when he is not too busy. 
Captain Smith had no such newspa- 
per aid, and bis great deeds have 
therefore gone 'unhonored and un- 
sung.' " 


Praises Virginia's Press. 


Mr. Noyes traced the history of 


journalism from the time of the puh- 


ficed, cultured, respectab'.a Christian I 
woman, was ail act of cruel, heartless j 
injustice. But the newspaper 
men | 


have no quarrel with the president. ' 
There is some friction between them, 
but no* rupture and Secretary Loeb dis- 
penses the white house news with tact 
and intelligence^ 


Assured of Cordial Support. 


"And 
whether Mr. Roosevelt 
is 


elected by acclamation 
for a third 


term or rules by deputy in the shape 
of a president designated by him, or 
whether, after an intervsl 
of four 


years, he shall again take the presi- 
dency, he will receive the cordial sup- 
port of the press In all great efforts 
for the public good and the national 
welfare. At the same time the press 
will reserve the right 'fearlessly and 
truthfully1 to criticise his acts when 
they are inconsiderate and unjust. 


"The newspapers have nothing to 


ask of him but fair treatment. They 
will not be unduly elated it he pats 
them on the back and their equanimity 
will not be greatly disturbed 'should 
he give them the cold shoulder. They 
hold themselves to be ordained preach- 
ers as well as Mr. Roosevelt, and they 
will keep their pulpits for all time; 
for presidents may come and presi- 
dents may go, but the press, like Ten- 
nyson's brook, goes on forever. 


Has No Real Animosity. 


"Mr. Roosevelt has no real animos- 


ity to the press, and I fancy he has 
no keener enjoyment in life than in 
association with bright 
newspaper 


men, as, for instance, at a Gridiron 
dinner, when, after a busy day super- 
intending tho affairs of tho universe, 
ho drops in upon those entertainments 
and enters into the spirit of the occa- 
sion with all the glee of a schoolboy 
just let out for the holidays; and his 
laughter Is the heartiest to be heard 
when the Gridiron boys are giving him 
a pretty hot roast over some of his 
official eccentricities. 


"Theodore Koosevelt is an unique 


specimen, incapable of classification. 
He is a law to himself. His activities 
range from tho colossal to the infini- 
tesimal. By a masterly feat of states- 
manship he puts an end to a great and 
appallingly destructive war between 
two nations on tho other side of the 
globe, earning thereby tho Nobel prize 
and tho applause of the world. Then 
he stoops to a petty fussy attempt to 
prevent his cabinet officers and other 
subordinates and visitors to tho white 
house from talking to tho reporters." 


Says He Should Go Slow. 


Mr. Noyes thought It would be ad- 


vinnblp for the president to go a little 
slow when undertaking to concentrate 
all the powers of government at the 


llcatlon of the first newspaper in Eng- 
land, tho weekly News, which 
was 


started in 1C22, down to the modern 
metropolitan journalism of the pres- 
ent day. He referred to the Virginia 
Gazette, established In 173fi, and the 
Richmond Enquirer, in 1804, as the 
pioneers in Virginia journalism. 


The collection and publication of 


news events, the speaker pointed out, 
was unknown to the English and 
American press at the time of tho 
constitutional convention In 1787. 


The .reporter, he said, was unknown 


in 1824, when Daniel Webster deliv- 
ered the famous address at the laying 
of the corner stone of the Bunker Hill 
monument. The first appearance of 
the reporter. Mr. Noyes declared, was 
when Joseph Gatli, of the National In- 
telligencer 
"covered" 
Daniel 
"Web- 


ster's reply to Hayne. 


Discussing the 
journalism 
of the 


present.'day, Mr. Ncyes referred to 
the "modern, up-to-date penny dread- 
ful," which, Ii3 said, "is so precious in 
.sensational nt'rocitv an to require, for 
each, five seta of jnb rype headlines." 
He said the front pass and several 
inside pages were devoted ttf lurid de- 
pictions of grent acnndal and murder 
cases, spaced out with minor horrors 
of considerable sensational value. 


"The paper is pessimistic and an- 


archistic in- every line." the speaker 
•declared, "and it incites the laboring 
mas, by a parade of grievances, to go 
out and kill somebody. There is noth- 
ing hopeful-or inspiring in it." 


Tells Roosevelt's Attitude. 


In discussing the attitude toward 


the press of "Our Rulers, State and 
National," the speaker declared that, 
with two or three 
exceptions, they 


have been on friendly terms with the 
newspaper men. In discussing Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's attitude, he said: 


"He has declared himself in favor 


•of 'clean, healthy newspapers, with 
clean, healthy criticisms, which shall 
be fearless and truthful,' but "when it 
comes to the test, it is seen, that he 
does not relish these 'fearless and 
truthful criticisms'-when they are-ex- 
ercised at his expense. 


"That he gave his hasty approval of 


the brutal 'deeds "of his' subordinates 
at the white house, when the "knock- 
down and .dragout"outrage-was com- 
mitted upon Mrs. Minor Morris, a re- 


whito house. In conclusion he said: 


"Aftor all, Theodore Roosevelt is a 


good deal of a boy yet, as well as a 
most masterful president." 


The Editorial association spent a 


large part of yesterday on a pilgrim- 
age to Jamestown island, where tha 
editors visited the scenes of the orig- 
inal 
Jamestown settlement. There 


•was speech-making on the boat going 
to and returning from the island. "Wed- 
nesday night the association held a 
memorial service for the members 
who died during tho last year.

PASS BILL FOR WINE GROWERS. 


French Deputies Approve Measure De- 


signed to Put End to Frauds. 


Paris, June 14.—The government 


yesterday secured the adoption by the 
chamber o£ deputies of the first clause 
of its bill intended to provide relief 
for the wine growers. 
It 
was an- 


nounced that the disaffection o£ the 
troops had been' exaggerated, and it 
was established that the strike of the 
municipalities in support of tbe wine 
growers' .demands at present involves 
only about 10 per cent of the disaffect- 
ed area. These were the first hopeful 
signs lor the authorities since the 
wine growers' movement began. 


After a debate in the chamber last- 


ing four days the government carried 
by 310 to 261 votes the first clause of 
the bill against 
wine frauds. 
The 


measure requires all growers to make 
an annual declaration at the mayoral- 
ty of their commune of the acreage, 
cultivation and total quantity of wine 
produced and in stock, and whether it 
is intended for sale or otherwise. 


The government is of the opinion 


that when in possession of this infor- 
mation it will be in a position to keep 
track of the wine, from the grower to 
the dealer, and prevent watering or 
sugaring.

Judge Brown, of Silt Lake Juvenllo 


Court, and Other Prominent Men 


Will Have Charge — Several Thou- 


sand Boyc Expected In Big Camp. 


Of the 250 or more summer assem- 


blies In toe United States, only one of 
them has begun a movement looking 
to the eaterttlnmeat of tin American 
boy. .This cue is tho Winona Assem- 
.bly. which will this season conduct a 
boys' camp at its summer retreat In 
northern Indiana, and the effort is 
making to gather up several thousand 
boys from twelve to seventeen years 
«f a^c from over the middle West, 
aitl the plaa it to place them by'them- 
selves ia a c£y of tcnta In the deep 
wild woods at Wluonu Lake. 
The 


\Vlnoaa Assembly has engaged Judge 
Willis Brown, founder of the JuYonlle 
Court of Salt Lalio City, to take charge 
of the camp, and Judge Brown has on- 
Raged a number of the best-known 
workers nmous boys in the United 
States to help him. The camp is to 
open ou July 2C and continue through 
the following three weeks. Tho 'Wino- 
na Assembly has a number ot pur- 
poses in view, chief ainor.c thorn be- 
In;; that of following up the Christian 
work it bis conducted among men 
end women for the last thirteen years, 
and now extendlcg it to the small boy. 
Through tho wholesome entertainment 
to be given at the camp, and through 
tho various programs that the Assem- 
bly will give at Ita summer resort, it 
la the Intention to place the boys in 
a -"vholciiome, uplifting atmosphere, 
and by bringing several thousand of 
them together from various states, to 
extend to the youngsters the many 
benefits which come through broad ac- 
quaintance and association with boys 
of t>.i right'kind. 


At :he south end of Winona Lake 


there Is a tract of woods containing 
about 400 acres. The ground ia roll- 
ing, well-drained, and is covered with 
oak, elm and hickory trees. 
In dif- 


ferent parts of this woods, which In 
other years has been used as a camp- 
ing ground by frail children who 
Bought fresh country air, are a num- 
ber of flowing wells with cloar, cold 
water. 
The tract of woodland Is cut 


up by a system of canals, and not far 
away broad, sandy beaches are wash- 
ed by the fresh, clean water of Wi- 
nona Lake. 
On the hills and in the 


dales of this woodland the new Wino- 
na boys' camp is to be located. 


The kind of boys that are being 


sought for this rr.trr;irir,r: p.re Sunday 


School classes. Juvenile T. M. C. A., 
choir boys, members of boys' clubs, 
and similar organizations from cities 
and towns. One of the requirements 
is that cot less than five boys come 
from oae community, and they must 
not only be in the charge of an adult 
leafier, but they must bring their own' 
tents, camp outfit and cook, Just as if 
they were going away to camp In some 
wild spot by themselves. The pur- 
pose of this rule Is to give the parents, 
of the boys full assurance thatsthe 
youngsters are to be under the Imme- 
diate direction of someone from their 
home town upon whom the parents, 
may rely. 


Tiese groups of boy*, whether the 


group contains five, fifty or a hundred 
boys, are to have their Individual 
camps, but while at the lake all ot 
them will be under the control of one 
bis camp organization. On : July 30 
one of the chief features of the camp 
will develop. An election wljl be held 
under the Australian ballot system, 
when some boy will be elected mayor. 
At the same time a board of aldermen 
will be elected, one alderman from 
each district of thr camp, a full force 
of municipal otficers will be chosen, 
and the first boys' city ever organized 
at a summer rr-sort in this country 
will begin its operations. This juve- 
nile municipality Is to make its own 
laws for the KoveruniPnt of the boys 
who are la camp, and thf> officers are 
to see that the laws are enforced and 
that the offenders are punished. Judge 
Brown and other men who have super- 
vision of tin- camp will not participate j 
in tho municipal affairs further than 
to give the administrative officers the j 
boneJH of their counsel. 


So many things have been planned 


for the entertainment of the boys that 
abnut tho only idlo time they will 
have wnl be when they aro asloep. 
Thero will be "hikes" in tho woods, 
swimming In fresh water, bass and 
perch fishing, turtle hunting, boating 
on lake and canals, field meets and 
other athletic aCalrs as a means of 
entertainment through the day. 
A 


baseball league is to be organized, 
and a regular schedule leading to a 
championship will be carried out 
A 


national athletic contest IB also plan- 
ned, and tho young athletic teams 
from over the country are being in- 
vited to come into the camp and con- 
test for gold medals and other cham- 
pionship awards. 


At night, at the big assembly tent 


which will be pitched in the heart of 
the camp, many programs will be 
given. 
There 
will be camp-fires, 


•where some famous story-tellers will 
apeak to tho boys; moving pictures 
will be shown, and concerts will be 
given. 


Many Sunday 'School workers are 


organizing clubs among 'their i.boys 
with the view to taking them to Wi- 
nona Lake. Public school superintend 
dents are developing similar plans.

TO MAKE PENCILS OF POTATOES. 


Europeans 
Expect to 
Manufacture 


Them for Half a Cent Each. 


Washington, June 14.—The state de- 


partment in a formal document from 
one of the consuls has been Informed 
that a company has be«n organized in 
Europe with a large capital to make 
potato lead pencils, and 
that their 


product will soon be placed upon the 
market. The high price of cedar and 
its scarcity suggested to an inventor 
the desirability ot a substitute, and 
the result is a composition formed 
principally from potatoes, which has 
been found satisfactory. 
By using the 


new composition the highest grade 
lead pencils can be manufactured at a 
cost of less than a cent each, while 
ordinary good grade pencils can be 
turned out at a cost of half a cent.

>** j \Vlaoaa Assembly has engaged Judge 


Willis Brov.-j. founder of the Juronlle 
Court of Salt Lake City, to take charge 
of the camp, a:id Judge Brown has on- 
Raged a number of the best-known 
workers amocs boys in the United 
States to help him. Tlie camp Is to 
open on July 2C and continue through 
the following three weeks. The Wlno- 
na Assembly hus a number ot pur- 
poses in view, chief among thorn be- 
ing that of following uy the Christian 
work it has conducted among men 
and women for the last thirteen years, 
and now extendiug it to the small boy. 
Through tho wholesome entertainment 
to be given at the camp, and through 
tho various programs that the Assem- 
bly wl!l give at Ita summer resort, It 
is the intention to place the boys in 
a wholesome, uplifting atmosphere, 
and by bringing several thousand of 
them together from various states, to 
extend to the youngsters tho many 
benefits which come through broad ac- 
quaintance and association with boys 
of t> .1 right kind. 


At .he south end of Wlnona Lake 


there is a tract of woods containing 
about 400 acres. The ground is roll- 
Ing, well-drained, and Is covered with 
oak, elm and hickory trees. In dif- 
ferent parts of this wooda, which in 
other years has been used as a camp- 
Ins ground by frail children who 
sought fresh country air, are a num- 
ber of Qowing v:el!s with clear, cold 
water. The tract of woodland Is cut 
up by a system of canals, and not far 
away broad, sandy beaches arc wasb- 


,^ 
ed by tho fresh, clean water of Wl- 


£_ nona Lake. On the hills and in the 


dales of this v/oodland the new Wino- 
na boys' camp is to be located. 


Tho kind ol boys that are being 


sought for this rntrrprlr.e tire Sunday 


i 
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School classes, juvenile Y. M. C. A.. 
choir boya, members of boys' clubs, 
and similar organizations from cities 
and towns. One of tie requirements 
Is that cot less thta five boys come 
from one comro unity, and they must 
not only be in the charge of an adult 
leader, but tfcry must bring their own" 
tents, camp outfit and cook, just as it 
they were going away to camp in some 
wild spot by themselves. The pur- 
pose of this rule is to give the parents, 
of thw boys full assurance thatstl»e 
youngsters are to be under the imme- 
diate direction of someone from their 
home town upon whom the paienta 
may rely. 


Tiese groups of boys, whether the 


group contains five, fifty or a hundred 
boya. are to have their individual 
canps. but while at the lake all ot 
them will be under the control of one 
bis camp organization. 
On • July 30 


one of the chief features of the camp 
will develop. An election wi41 be held 
under tho Australian ballot system, 
when some boy will be elected mayor. 
At the same time a board of aldermen 
will be elected, one alderman from 
each district of the camp, a full force 
of municipal officers will be chosen, 
and the first boys' city ever organized j 
at a summer resort in this country 
will beidn its operations. This juve- 
nile municipality is to make Its own j 
laws for the xovernment of the boys i 
who are in caniii, and the officers are 
to see that the laws nre enforced and 
that the offenders are punished. Judge 
Brown and other men who have super- 
vision of tlie camp will not participate j 
in the municipal affairs further than 
to give tho administrative officers the 
benefit of their counsel. 


So many things have been planned 


for the entertainment of the boys that 
about tho only Idio time they will 
have wni be when they aro asleep. 
There will be "hikes" in the woods, 
swimming in fresh water, bass and 
perch llshlng. turtle hunting, boating 
on lake and canals, field meets and 
other athletic affairs as a means of 
entertainment through the day.

baseball It-ague is to be organized, 
and a regular schedule leading to a 
championship will be carried out. A 
national athletic contest is also plan- 
ned, 
and tho young athletic teams 


from over the country are being In- 
vited to come Into the camp and con- 
test for gold medals and other cham- 
pionship awards. 


At night, at the big assembly tent 


which will be pitched in the heart of 
the camp, many programs will bo 
given.

will be. shown, and concerts will be 
given. 


Many Sunday School workers are 


organizing clubs among their i. boys 
with the view to taking them to Wl- 
nona Lake.

Shaw, and will leave America on June 
11 to make a short visit to his native 
country, Sweden, and he will sail from 
London on July 14 for his work in 
India, returning to Boston early In

was eleven years old, when he acci- 
dentally shot his right eye out with 
an arrow gun. At that time he was 
a page la the 
Mississippi 
senate. 


Three years before, a playmate, while 
in boyish passion, had blinded his left 
eye with a stone. 


Gore has won laurels in politics and 


the law. A page at eleven, nominee 
for the legislature at nineteen, pop- 
ulist elector at large in Mississippi 
three years later, unanimously select- 
ed In 1900 for congressional standard 
bearer by the same party In Texas, 
while absent in South Dakota speak- 
ing for the fusion ticket—such is the 
political history of Thomas Pryor 
Gore. 
But always he was defeated. 


He never held office since he was a 
page in the Mississippi senate. 
Ho 


has made stump speeches in Okla- 
homa and has been active In all cam- 
paigns since ho removed to that ter- 
ritory. 


Has Marvelous Memory. 


Gore's character Is best portrayed 


by three Instances. When told by his 
father that he must prepare to attend 
a school for tho blind he replied: "I 
will go to school here. A blind school 
will furnish neither tho books nor tho 
opportunity 
I seek." 
And he did. 


Charles Pitman rend his books to him 
in the normal school and ho took first 
honors In hla class. T. L. Lamb was 
his amanuensis in the law school, 
both being .graduated at the same 
time. All through the normal and the 
university, memory was young Goro's 
reliance. 


That acute memory defeated Con- 


gressman Money, now a United States 
senator from Mississippi. The con-
